Labor Problems In 
The New Proposal 
Hitherto, the State has let the 
contractors in Indiana deal directly 
with unions in road building. Under 
terms of the Gore bill that passed 
the Senate with a thumping major­ 
ity and is nowr in the House of 
Congress, Indiana would have to 
pay union scales throughout to 
qualify for matching the federal 
dollars. 
In this, and many other features, 
the cost of building highways under 
the five year plan, in which the 
government is to put up some $12*4 j 
billion of the $18 billion to build 
and modernize the nation’s road­ 
ways. The Gore bill does not speci­ 
fy how the federal government is 
to raise the gigantic sum for the

HEAVY LOAD 
Totalizing of the various categories of U. 
S. debt adds up to a startling figure. The 
Commerce Department has just put that sum 
at a whopping $606 billion, made up of three- 
fifths corporate liabilities, home mortgages 
and other private obligations; nearly two- 
fifths, federal debt, and the balance in state 
and local government obligations. 
While the total debt rose three and one- 
half per cent last year, it was at a decreas­ 
ing rate compared with the five per cent 
boost reported the year before. 
Long-term corporate debt took the biggest 
jump—approximately $5 billion, followed by 
a $2 billion net increase to the federal debt 
and a $1 billion boost in home mortgages. 
Consumer credit, meanwhile, showed a com­ 
paratively negligible rise. 
Last year’s debt increase seems to be 
soundly gaited with long-term capital invest­ 
ment setting the pace. Business, according 
to the report, ploughed back $15 billion to go 
along with the new borrowings. The total in­ 
debtedness represents two full years of the 
nation’s ability to produce at its current rate 
of nearly $320 billion a year. 
Under the most optimistic interpretation 
the country is now running two years ahead 
of its ability to produce and is straining to 
keep its head above water. It is time to look 
to sane debt retirement that will not rock the 
boat rather than having to climb higher and 
higher on the mast in order to stay afloat.

The striking change under the 
big road building and repair pro­ 
gram that will evidently come out 
of Congress, is in regard to the in­ 
terstate highways. A good example 
of an interstate highway in Indiana 
is U. S. 40, running east to west, 
across central Indiana, one of the 
oldest interstate highways of the 
nation. 
Under terms of the Gore bill, 
the federal government would pro­ 
vide 90 per cent of the matching 
funds and the state’s IO per cent 
for the work on the interstate high- j 
ways.

WASHINGTON 
It will be years before racial 
segregation in public schools is wiped out every­ 
where in this country—in spite of the Supreme 
Court's order to end it — and then probably only 
after a lot of court fights. 
The rate at which segregation disappears depends 
upon the co-operation or defiance of individual 
states with the high court’s decision. 
Officials in five places—the District of Columbia, 
Virginia, Delaware, South Carolina and Kansas 
—were told by the court they would have to begin 
promptly to work out a plan for abolishing segre­ 
gated schools. 
But authorities in all other segregated states can 
try any dodge they can think of to get around the 
court’s ruling. 
On May 17, 1954, the court ruled on an appeal 
by Negroes who protested against segregation in 
the District and the four states mentioned abbve. 
The court said public school segregation is uncon­ 
stitutional and had to stop. But it did not say how 
and when. 
The court then asked all the states with segrega­ 
tion to chew over the problem and appear later 
with suggestions for wiping out their double school 
systems. 
In April the nine justices listened to attorneys 
for the Negroes, attorneys for the segregated states, 
and U. S. Solicitor General Simon E. Sobeioff, who 
represented the Justice Department. 
The Negroes asked for an end to all segregation 
no later than September 1956. Generally, the states 
asked the court not to fix a deadline. Rather, they 
said, the court should let federal district judges 
work out the problem with officials in their states 
and local communities. 
Sobeioff also suggested federal district judges be 
allowed to handle desegregation with the authorities 
within their jurisdiction. The idea behind this was 
that different communities have different problems. 
The Supreme Court gave its decision Tuesday. 
It did not say precisely how or when segregation 
shall be ended. 
The court, addressing itself to the Supreme Court 
of Delaware and the district judges whose juris­ 
diction covered the other four original defendants, 
told them to require the authorities in their area 
to make a “prompt and reasonable” start toward 
ending segregation. 
It said a reasonable time 
could be allowed for carrying out the desegrega­ 
tion plans. 
The federal judges outside those five areas were 
not told by the Supreme Court to require any ac­ 
tion by the authorities in their territory. 
One of 
the best informed lawyers in the government said 
this could happen: 
The judges don’t have to do anything unless 
Negroes appeal to them to carry out the Supreme 
Court’s order against segregation. Once that starts, 
if the local authorities protest, a court fight begins. 
How many such fights are prosible? No one can 
say. 
In the end the states will lose because the 
court Tuesday said that any state or local laws 
which conflict with its ruling arc unconstitutional.
